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Malaysia: missing jet crashed 
at sea 


KUALA LUMPUP. (AFP) - 
Malaysia said yesterday its 
missing airliner had crashed 
in the Indian Ocean, extin¬ 
guishing the hopes of rela¬ 
tives of those on board but 
shedding no light on why it 
veered so far off course. 

A sombre Prime Minister 
Najib Razal^ said a new 
analysis of satelhte data on 
Malaysia Airlines flight 
MH37D's path placed its last 
position in remote waters off 
Australia's west coast, "far 
from any possible I Finding 
sites." 


■It IS therefore with deep 
sadness and regret that I must 
inform you that according to 
tins new data, flight MH370 
ended in the soutliem Indian 
Ocean,' Najib said. 

The plane went missing on 
March 3 with 239 people 
aboard -- two thirds of them 
Chinese -- en route from 
Kuala Lumpur to Beijing. 

A text mess age sent to rel¬ 
atives aliead of Najib's an¬ 
nouncement said til at "we 
have to assume beyond any 
reasonable doubt that MH370 
has been lo st and that none o f 


those on board survived". 

Tlie announcement 

touched off deep despair 
among relatives in botli 
cities. 

The premier said Mon¬ 
day's conclusions were 
reached b ased on new analy¬ 
sis of satellite data by 
Bntain's Air Accidents Inves¬ 
tigation Branch (AAIB), and 
the satellite telecommumca- 
tions firm Inmarsat. 

He gave no specifics such 
as precisely where the plane 
may have been lost.

ARLINGTON (AFP) - More 
than 100 people remained iin- 
accDiluted for yesterday after a 
devastating landslide in the US 
state of Waslnngton wbch 
killed at least eiglit and 
sounded 'like a smali eartli- 
quake," witnesses said. 

Hie number rose dramati¬ 
cally from IS to 103 after tlie 
massive landslide slammed 
into a mountainside town in. 
Snohomish County north of 
Seattle on Saturday. 

"The situation is very 
grim,' said Snohomish County 
fire distilct chief Travis Hots. 
'We're holding out hope that 
well find people that are still 
alive, but we haven't found 
anyone alive since Saturday.' 

Emergency management 
cluef John Peniungton stressed 
that lOS is the number of re¬ 
ported missing or unaccounted 
for, not necessarily actually 
missing after tlie disaster on 
Saturday adding tliat there 
were a total of49 dwellings of 
various types in Uie area hit by 
the devastating landslide, and 
that there were likely to have 
been more p eople at home on a 
Satui'day tlian during tlie week. 

The wall of mud, rocl^E and 
trees smashed into the rural 
town of Oso, noitlieast of Seat¬ 
tle in tlie noithwestern US 
state, destroying houses and 
part of a lughway. 

Some 100 emergency wor¬ 
kers were searching for sur¬ 
vivors m tlie field of mud and 
nibble across and some four to 
six meters deep in ai'eas

US deploys 'black box' locator 
in Malaysian jet search 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tlie 
US military yesterday sent a 
black box locator and a ro¬ 
botic underwater vehicle to 
the Indian Ocean to help 
seai'ch for the missing 
Malaysian jet, after a series 
of debris sightings. 

Tlie locator system, winch 
relies on acoustic signals to 
track down flight recorders, 
and the Bluefrn-21„ an un¬ 
manned device that can scFin 
the ocean's depths, were 
flown to Perth Australia as a 
"prudent" step, officials said. 

Tlie head of Pacific Com¬ 
mand, Admiral Samuel Loick- 
lear, "made a very prudent 
and wise decision to move 
the equipment tliat could be 
useful should a debns field be 
found or should we tlnnk we 
can get close to where the 


black box may be,' Pentagon 
spokesman Rear Admiral 
John Kirby told reporters. 

'I think It's really impor¬ 
tant for everybody to under¬ 
stand that it's b ein g s ent there 
to be ready should there be a 
need, and nght now there's no 
need. We do not have a debris 
field," Kirby said. 

If debns from the flight is 
confirmed, the US Navy's 
"Towed Finger Locator 35 
will add a sigmficant advan¬ 
tage in locating the missing 
Malaysian aircraft's black 
box," Co mm an der Willi am 
Marks, a spokesman for the 
US Seventh Fleet, said in an 
earlier statement. 

Tlie Blue fin will be 
launched fi'om an Australian 
commercial slnp, Kirby said.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The United States expressed 
shock Monday after an 
Egyptian court handed down 
deaSh sentences against 529 
supporters of Egypt's de¬ 
posed president Mohamed 
Morsi after a two-day trial. 

An Egyptian court handed 
down the sentences earlier 
Monday, amid a sweeping 
crackdown on supporters of 
the Islamist president, who 
was overthrown by tlie army 
last July. 

Harf questioned whether 
tlie defendants could have re¬ 
ceived a trial in accordance 
with international norms. 

Tlie largest mass sentenc¬ 
ing in the country's histoiy 
was related to the death of a 
policeman and other violence 
in the aftermath of the clear¬ 
ing of tw'o squares last Au¬ 
gust. 

Harf said tlie United States 
was raising the issue of Mon¬ 
day's sentences with the 
Egyptian government.

Cairo as an "ini- 
p ortant rel ati o iislup" and 
there was no desire to "com¬ 
pletely cut off relations. 

However the US would 
stand up for principles "tliat 
include llimgs like right to a 
free and fair trial tliat we will 
continue pushing with the 
Egyptian government.' 


THE HAGUE- (AFP) - The 
G7 group of top economic 
powers on Monday scrapped 
a planned meeting to be 
hosted by Russia as they 
sought to deepen Moscow's 
isolation over the Ukraine 
crisis. 

After emergency talks 
called by US President 
Barack Obama, the G7 said 
tiley would hold a meeting in 
Brussels without Russia in¬ 
stead of tlie wider GS summit 
that was to have taken place 
ill Sochi. 

Tlie G7 also threatened 
tougher sanctions against 
Russia for its annexation of 
Crimea, which has plunged 


relations between the West 
and Moscow to tlieir lowest 
point since the end of the 
Cold War. 

Tlie meeting in Tlie Hague 
came as Ukraine ordered its 
outnumbered troops to with¬ 
draw from Cnmea as yet Ein- 
otlier of its bases was 
stormed and the Wlnte 
House said it was "very con¬ 
cerned" by the Fuissian troop 
build-up on tlie border. 

Tlie G7 "came together 
because of shared beliefs and 
shared responsibilities. Rus¬ 
sia's actions in recent weeks 
are not consistent witli tlieni 
Under these circumstances, 
we will not participate in the 


planned Soclu summit," they 
added. 

But Pm SSI an Foreign Min¬ 
ister Sergei Lavrov deftaiitly 
dismissed such amove as "no 
great tragedy' after separate 
talks with US Secretary of 
State Jolin Kerry and 
Ukraine's interim Foreign 
Minister Andny Deshchytsya 

'^If our Western partners 
think that this format (tlie 
G8) has outlived itself then 
so be it," Lavrov told re¬ 
porters. 

"We are not trying to hold 
on to this format, and we see 
no great tragedy if it does not 
meet" Lavrov said, insisting 
that Crimea has "a right to 


s el f- d eteniun ati on'. 

Russia's trike over of the re¬ 
gion was not "malicious in¬ 
tent", said Lavrov, but was to 
"protect the Russians who 
have been living there for 
hundreds of years" 

Moscow was added to the 
G7 club of the US, Japan, 
Germany, Italy, France, 
Canada and Bntain -- seen as 
the world's top diplomatic 
and economic table -- in 
1999 as a reward for choos¬ 
ing the path of democracy 
after the collapse of Commu¬ 
nism. 

French Foreign Mimster 
Laurent Fabius said die snub¬ 
bing of Russia was 'perhaps 
the most signiScant action 
because it shows tliat all these 
different countries have not 
accepted the annexation of 
Cnmea as a fait accompli" 

Fabius stressed that the G7 
had agreed to work out how 
to reduce their energy de¬ 
pendency on Russia. 

"Because when we talk 
about sanctions, possible re¬ 
actions, energy questions 
must be asked," Fabius said. 

In Crimea, Russian forces 
stormed a Ukrainian navy 
ship. 

Ukraine's intenm foreign 
mimster stressed that Kiev 
still sought to resolve the cri¬ 
sis througji diplomacy.

Tlie Australian Human 
Rights Cammission gained 
access to Australia's main de¬ 
tention centre for asylum- 
seekers on Christmas Island 
as part of Its National Inquiry 
into Children in Immigration 
Detention. 

Commission President 
Gilli an Triggs said virhat tlie 
team --winch included a pae¬ 
diatrician and a child psycln- 
atnst -- found was disturbing, 
witli most of the 315 clnldren 
there at the time having been 
held for six to eight months. 

Tliey noted that most of 
the children were visibly dis¬ 
tressed during their recent 
visit. 

Tlie children told the in¬ 
quiry "this place is hell', 
'help me get out of here'" and 
'there's no school, nowhere 
to play and nothing to do/ 
the commissi on said. 

Tliey also spoke about 
their distress at Imng in a 
closed environment witli 
adults who were sad, angry 


and sometinies attempting 
self-harm. 

'The overwhelming sense 
IS of the enomious anxiety, 
depression, menial illness but 
particularly developmental 
retardation,' Triggs told the 
Australian Bro adcasting Cor¬ 
poration. "Tlie cluldren are 
stopping talking. You can see 
a little girl comes up to you 
and she is just stanng at you 
but won't communicate " 

Paediatrician Karen Zwi 
and child psychiatrist Sarah 
Mares said that being de¬ 
tained was taking its toll with 
recorded instances of chil¬ 
dren biting and banging their 
heads. 

Under Canberra's punitive 
ofiEshore detention policy, 
any asylum-seeker arriving 
by boat or intercepted at sea 
is eventually transferred to 
camps in Nauru or Papua 
New Guinea for processing 
and permanent resettlement 
outside Australia.

"Til e s e ab orti on- c au sing 
drugs go against our faith and 
our family is now being 
forced to choose between 
following the laws of the 
land that we love or main¬ 
taining the religious beliefs 
that have made our business 
successful and have sup¬ 
ported our fannly and thou¬ 
sands of our employees and 
their families,' Green has 
said. 

Tlie so-called Ob am ac are 
law has been the subject of 
fierce cnticism since its 
shaky introduction in Octo¬ 
ber, and companies have 
filed dozens of lawsuits in 
federal courts challenging the 


law's birth control coverage 

Green's religious freedom 
case, winch marks the second 
time the Supreme Court is 
examining a challenge to the 
healtli law, could have broad 
implications for other compa¬ 
nies claiming they are enti¬ 
tled to the same religious 
protections as churches or 
people. 

Although Hobby Lobby 
does cover most types of con¬ 
traception in its employee 
healtli plan, it equates certain 
emergency contraceptives -- 
required under Obama's 
health care law, such as the 
morning-after pill -- with 
abortion . 

Hobby Lobby's Christian 
education business Mardel is 
also part of the suit, winch is 
being heard alongside an¬ 
other from Conestoga Wood 
Specialties Corp., a Pennsyl¬ 
vania cabinetmaker whose 
owners say tliey run the com¬ 
pany based on tileir Menuon- 
ite Christian values.

VANCOUVER (AFP) - TEO turns 30 years old with a 
mind-sizzlmg mix of intrigue, wonder and passion in the 
renowned gathering's new home in Canada. A confer¬ 
ence born in California in 1984 that grew Into a global 
forum for heady "ideas worth spreading” ended Friday 
after gazing thoughtfully at the past and looking opb- 
mistically ahead. 'The platform has gotten more inter¬ 
esting to more people,” Technology, Entertainment, 
Design (TED) curator Chris Anderson told AFP. TED has 
won a global following for trademark "talks” during 
which the brilliant, innovative, artistic or accomplished 
deliver thought-sparking presentations in 18 minutes or 
less. Topics at the five-day TED gathering ranged from 
mind-controlling parasites and bionic limbs to intestinal 
microbes and collective consciousness. Female fashion 
model Geena Rocero used the TEO stage to, for the first 
time, tell how she was bom a boy in the Philippines but 
become a woman to match her "innertruth." "Some of 
my neighbors, friends, colleagues, even my agent didnt 
know about my history," Rocero said on the TED stage. 
Internet spying and online privacy were hottopics at the 
gathering, known for attracting Internet entrepreneurs 
such as founders of Google, Amazon, and Netflix. That 
debate was set ablaze by the surprise appearance of US 
former National Security Agency contractor Edward 
Snowden in the form of a robot controlled remotely from 
his hideaway in Russia. Snowden's virtual visit to TED, 
and his promise of sensational new revelations to come, 
prompted the NSA to weigh in via video link a day later 
to argue that his "arrogance” has put lives at risk and 
terrorists on guard.

N.Korea warns US anew 
of nuclear 'measures' 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
North Korea on Monday 
fired a fresh warning that it 
would take nuclear "mea¬ 
sures" if the United States 
does not end what the com¬ 
munist state described as 
provocations. 

North Korea's ambassador 
to the United Nations, Ri 
Tong-Li,, said that Py¬ 
ongyang was "ready" with 
measures that would 
"demonstrate the power of 
the self-defensive nuclear de¬ 
terrent." 

Asked at a news confer¬ 
ence for more detail, Ri said: 
"We are keeping ourselves 
restrained from taking the 
additional measures, but it is 
totally dependent on the atti¬ 
tude of the US. 

North Korea earlier this 
month also threatened to 
react against US "blackmail," 
although llnnk tanks tliat as¬ 
sess satellite imagery said 
there was no sign of an im¬ 
minent nuclear or long-range 
missile test. 

North Korea, however, has 
carried out a senes of short- 
range missile tests Ri de¬ 
scribed the maneuvers as 


"routine"' and said that it was 
instead the United States 
which was "hellbent on 
provocations" through joint 
exercises with ally South 
Korea. 

Ri also accused tlie United 
States of "human rights con¬ 
spiracies" after a UN com¬ 
mission last montli said that 
North Korea was carrying 
out executions, forced labor 
and other abuses so perva¬ 
sive that they draw parallels 
to Hazi Germany's cnmes 
against humanity. 

Ri said that the United 
Stales was "clinging on the 
issue of human nghts" after 
efforts to stop North Korea's 
nuclear program failed. Ri 
accused South Korea's non¬ 
governmental organizations 
of "brainwaslung" North Ko¬ 
reans, who often report 
abuses after defecting. 

Tlie UN Commission of 
Inquiry said that North 
Korea did not cooperate and 
that It based its findings an 
research that included 240 
confidential interviews and 
public testimony from 30 
witnesses.

Video games linked to aggressive 
behavior in kids: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Youths who play video 
games are more likely to 
think and act in aggressive 
ways, suggested a study out 
Monday of more than 3,000 
school children in Singapore. 

Tlie research, published in 
JAMA Pediatrics, a journal of 
tlie American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, was based on more 
tlian 3,034 cliildrenwho were 
studied over the course of 
tliree years 

Frequent use of video 
games was linked to higher 
rates of aggressive behaviors 
Emd thoughts, according to 
self-reported answers to sur¬ 
vey questions by tlie cliildren. 

Tlie paiticipants' average 
age was 11 at th e start o f the 
study, and three-quarters of 
them were boys 

Tlie study also found that 
answers were similar among 
boys and girls, and that 
parental involvement was not 
likely to change behavior. 

Tlie researchers said their 


findings support previous re¬ 
search that has shown a link 
between video games and ag¬ 
gression. 

"This study found tliat ha¬ 
bitual violent video game 
playing increases long-term 
aggressive behaviDr by pro¬ 
ducing general changes in 
aggressive cognifion, and 
this Dcciirs regardless of sex, 
age, initial aggressiveness or 
parental involvement,"' said 
the study which was led by 
researchers at tlie National 
Institute of Education in Sin¬ 
gapore and the Iowa State 
University department of 
psychology 

Participants were asked to 
respond to six questions 
about aggressive behavior, 
such as, ''When someone has 
angered or provoked me in 
some way, I have reacted by 
hitting that person" Re¬ 
sponses were given on a 
scale of one to four, ranging 
from "strongly disagree" to 
strongly agree." 


Tliree questions on hostile 
thoughts were included, such 
as, “Suppose a boy says 
something bad to another boy 
John. Is it wrong for Jolin to 
hit Inm?" Answers were also 
given on a four-point scale, 
from "really wrong’' to "per¬ 
fectly okay." 

Outside experts questioned 
the methodology of using 
self-reported answers rather 
than measunng behavior it¬ 
self, and said the study does 
not prove that violent video 
games caused aggressive be¬ 
havior in the youtlis. 

"Tins study shows an asso¬ 
ciation, 0 fund ear magnitude, 
of violent video game-play- 
111 g with subsequent aggres¬ 
sive behavior," said David 
Spiegelhalter, a professor at 
the University of Cambridge, 
who was not involved in the 
study 

"It does not, and cannot, 
show that the association is 
causal."

Brazil will deploy tlie imlitary 
in slums near Pao's interna¬ 
tional aiipoit to back up po¬ 
lice as the city braces for the 
arrival of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of tourists for die World 
Cup, authorities said Monday. 

Justice Minister Eduard 
Cardoso announced the rein¬ 
forcements, without gi'ving 
troop numbers nor the start 
date for tlie operation.

Cardozo said the focus of

"There are weapons and 
drugs, stolen cars and motor 
bikes and criminals who take 
refuge tliere as if it were their 
territory," Cabral said.
